wage demands ;.ggrp-gating approxi- 
mately $l,OOO.fH)U,QGG per year, and in 
addition to these pending demands, in 
creases had been conceded during*the 
years of_ 1916 and 1917 amounting to 
about ?300,000.0(K- per year. 


"These pendioK demands could not 


be met by the privately operated rail- 
roads, and 
therefore 
the 
nation's 


transportation business was- at the 
breaking point when the government j 
took over the railroads. 


"Here was a situation that would 


permit of no delay in its solution if j 
the transportation Uu&iness was to bo 
kept moving—if tfie war was to be 
won—and no one can question the pa- 
triotism of the railroad employes in 
dexnaactmg that t*ie wage question be 
solved. A splendid testimonial to the 
attitude of these workers ss offered in 
the report of the Lane commission 


. wherein it is stated: 
\ " *Tbat there had been such steadfast 
loyalty to the ra iroad, and so slig'at 
a^dispositiou to nse the lever of their 
necessity and their opportunity to 
compel by ruthl«s-5 action an increase 
of wages, is not without significance 
and should not be passed without pub- 
lic recognition.'

FRENCH COAL LOSS 


DURING THE WAR WAS 


OVER 16,000,000 TONS 


But One Concrete Besnlt of German 


Occupation of tiie Industrial 
« 


Section of Republic, 


In a report on the conditions in the 


coal fieMs of France Pierce C. Wil- 
hams, commercial attache of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Commerce, 
says: 


"The most important industry of the 


Pas de Calais is coal mining. Of th* 
40,000,000 tons of coal mined in all o? 
France in'1913, the Department of Pas 
de Calais produced .almost half. The 
production lost to France through the 
occupation ol certain mines by the 
German forces or because of their lo- 
cation m the zone oE fir« amounted to 
16,000,000 tons. This loss was about 
equally ftejded between Uie two de- 
partmenJ^Jf Nord and Pas de Calais- 
Some idea of the damage that has been 
done to the coal mines in these two 
departments ma> be obtained from a 
statement given out 10 days ago by 
the French Ministry of the liberated 
regions. 


" 'A commission arrived yesterday at 


Lens to examine th« condition of the 
city and the mining installation. They 
visited the communes of L#n&, Sallau- 
mines and Levin. Of the 10,000 houses 
which Lens possessed, there is not one 
that is still standing. Everything is 
razed to the ground, "With respect to 
the mines themselves, they are ffooded- 
At the mines of Courrieres, which have 
just. been. Creed., the Germans before 
tb«r departure blew up all the sur- 
face installation, which was consid- 
erable.' 


"In 
restoring the damaged coal 


mines of the Departments of Nord and 
Pas de Calais, first of all the water, | 
which the Germans permitted, to pour j 
m loathe mines by dynamiting the ce- { 
menv ring which lines the shaft, must ' 
be pumped out. After that is done, the • 
under ground galleries mu&t be clean- 
ed out and reumbered. At the same , 
time, the surface equipment, such as | 
the hoisting apparatus, electrical gen- , 
erating stations, and boilers, must be | 
renewed, 


"The purchase and distribution of j 


materials neded lor the restoration of | 
the damaged coal mines of the Depart- j 
menu of Nord and Pas de Calais has ] 
been intrusted by the French Govern- 
ment to a technical commission."
